Canada’s Productive Duty 

’ “Supposing every farmer in Canada 
were to enlarge his wheat production 
by putting five acres more under crop 
than he had this year, the total pre- 
duction of wheat in this country would 
be increased by fifty million bushels. 
If each farmer were to sow ten acres 
more wheat, the increase would be 
doubled. Surely it should be a simple 
matter to get every farmer in Canada 
to enlarge his acreage by this smal 
amount. There may be a few who 
could not do it, but this ‘xck wou!d be 
offset by the work of those who could 
easily add fifty cr a hundred acres. 

“The only possible difficulty lies in 
the matter of finance. Some farmers 
may not be able to pay for the labor 
required to cultivate and seed down 
an extra ten acres. The work of a 
national commission and the various 
provincial committees should be di- 
rected towards helping these particu- 
lar farmers. The financing of them 
would not be a serious problem nor 
an onerous undertaking. The amount 
of capital involved would be very 
small. 

“This is he problem which is before 
the Canadian people. It is the pressing 
problem. It should be considered seri- 
ously and promptly. In Eastern Can- 
ada the land must be preparec and 
seeded within six weeks. In Western 
Canada the land must be prepared for 
seeding within the same period. There 
is no time for deiay.” 

The foregoing is from the Canadian 
Courier. In owns and cities cutliva- 
tion of allotted garden plots (in out- 
side subdivisions and vacant lots) 
should next spring be encouraged 
among families of working wen.

DISCOVERS MOUNTAIN 


Miss Mary L. Jobe Makes Find in 
British Columbia 


A mountain, 11,000 feet high, which 
Miss Mary L.Jobe, explorer-instructor 
in history at Hunter college, New 
York, believes has never been map- 
ped, was discovered by her in the 
wilds of British Columbia and a re 
port concerning it will be made to tha 
Canadian government and to the Na- 
tional Geographical society. 

Miss Jobe located the mountain, to 
which she will give a Cree Indian 
name, as about 150 miles north of Mt. 
Robson. The topographical survey of 
Canada extends to a point only a few 
miles north on Mount Robson. 

Miss Jobe and several companions 
arrived at the foot of the newly-dis- 
covered mountain on Aug. 22, and be- 
gan the ascent in a heavy snowstorm 
After covering six miles wey were 
forced to return to camp for food. A 
flock of grouse enabled them to pro- 
vision and the ascent was hegun once 
more, On Aug. 25 they reached with 
in 800 feet of the summit. Here great 
ice caves, with icicles 60 feet in length 
at their mouths, blocked prc zZress. 

The trip was Miss Jobe’s seventh 
into the Canadian northwest.

Sir Edward Clark’s Shorthand

with memories of the shorthand 
learned in his school days, and of his 
own experiences as a reporter, de- 
vised a system of stenography that 
had hone of the maddening complt- 
cations of those generally in use.

Later, Sir Edward Clarke evolved 
a system of rapid writing that came 
between shorthand and longhand. He

Old French Glass 

Later reports from Rheims tend to 
coniirm impressions that the principal 
damage to the cathedral which is 
fairly to be called the most serious 
is to the stainad glass wirdows. Jt 1s 
universally recognized that the early 
French stained glass work is in a 
class by itself, and, of course, this 
fragile material is easily destroyed by 
gunfire, 

The finest glass in France, and con- 
sequently in the world, is in the 
Chartres Cathedral; but the Rheims 

.thedral glass is perhaps next to 
that of Chartres in value, The great 
rose window over the central or main 
entrance of the west front is said to 
be very badly damaged, but not en- 
tirely destroyed. We are not inform- 
ed definitely as to the amount of the 
damage to the windows of the nave 
und transepts and choir, but some re- 
ports speak of the floor being litter- 
ed witlf crushed and shattered bits of 
zlass several inches deep, from which 
the inference would be that many of 
these old masterpieces are utterly 
ruined. ‘The earliest of these date 
from the thirteenth century. 

There is a quality of color in the 
old French glass work which has 
never been equalled by subsequent 
glass workers. Glass windows at that | 
period were not painted, the entire 
color effect being derived from the 
material itself. The oldest known 
giass in France is at Chartres, Le 
Mans, Bourges, Rheims, Auxerre and | 
in the Sainte Chappeile of Paris. 

‘The beauty and charm of mediaeval 
glass lies to a great extent in the char- 
acter of the material itself, and es: | 
pecially in the inequality or it. Chemi- 
cally impure and mechanically imper- 
fect, ti was seldom crude in tint or 
texture. it shaded oif trom light tos 
dark, according to its thickness; it 
was speckled with air bubb.es; 1¢ was 
streaked and clouaed and all these 
imperfections of manufacture went to 
perfection of color. And age has im- 
proveu it, The .ack of unilormity in 
the material has led to disintegra- 
tion of its surface. Solt particles in it 
iave been dissolved by the action ot 
the gases in the atmopshere, and the! 
| surface, pitted like an oyster shell, 
refracts the light in a way which adds 
greatly to the effect. So that an ap- 
preciable part of the beauty of old 
ygiass is the fortuitous result of .ts 
age. This is one reason why no mod- 

rn glass can be compared with it. 
It does not require a very expert eye | 
to distinguish at a glance between the | 
modern glass in a cathedral and the | 
ancient, and the superiority of the 
older work stands out in almost eevry 
case with unmistakable emphaiss.— | 
Boston Transcript.

Mr. C. H. Baillie, the emploment 
j ageat ot the C.P.R., at Montreal, stat.s 
that he is busy forwarding groups of | 
laborers to the various points along 
the C.P.R., where they are needed 
most. Many requests have come oO 
him, for while, in all the districts 
there is a certain amount of unemploy- 
ment, the idle material is not suffic- 
ient to meet the new demand, created 
by the decision of the C.P.R. executive 
to put on 6,0U0 men to give work ata 
time when work is so much desired 
by many deserving men, who have 
been thrown out of regular employ- 
ment. Over 1,000 men have been 
taken on locally to work at th: ter- 
minals; others are employed as they 
are wanted at a distance. 

Mr. Baillie stated to the Gazette 
that the order was a god send to the 
idle men in the city of whom there 
were so many, “Of course, we do our! 
best to sift them out a bit,” said Mr. 
Baillie. “We give the preference to 
British subjects; after that, the Al-! 
lies, Russians and Belgians; but no 
Germans or Austrians. ‘he mcn are 
grateful for the chance. ‘here are 
many fellows down on their luck who 
have been accustomed to different 
conditions, and duties, yet these are 
only too williug to take the job that 
olfers. 

“Of course, the C.P.R. has a lot 
'of laboring work to do in any case, 
and it came in handy that the order 
{should be given at such a time. It 
ought to make other corporations 
willing to find employment for men 
} to do vork—work which might not be 
absolutely necessary, and yet which 
would be of value, if not now, later 
on. The example of the C.P.R. is 
encouraging in this regard.”

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Clays Laboratory 

The clays laboratory which is now 
being equipped under the department 
of geology at the University of Alber- 
ta, will be used not only for teaching 
purposes, but also for the physical 
testing of clays, one of the chief nat- 
ural products of the province. The 
samples sent to the laboratory will be 
tested to discover the exact type of 
article which can best be manufactur- 
ed from them, whether common brick, 
fire brick, tile, sewer pipe, porcelain 
ware, earthenware or china, Until -e- 
cently most of the clays found in Al-| 
berta have been tested in the east. 
The presence, in the centre of the pro- 
vince, of a fully equipped laboratory 
of this kind, should greatly help to| 
d-velop an industry, the mat-| 
erjals for which lie so ready te 
hand. The Geological Survey have ve-| 
gun an examination of the clays found 
in the western provinces and it is in- 
tended that the laboratoriés will make 
a more systematic study of the clay 
resources within the province,

German and British Cruisers 


Now that the Heligoland fight has 
seen British and German cruisers ex- 
changing broadsides, naval journals 
are discussing the relative merits of 
the two national types. For years 
Germany has been building what the 
German admiral staff terms “small 
cruisers.” These vessels can be dis- 
tinguished by their bearing the names 
of towns—Leipsic, Karlsruhe, Emden, 
Madgeburg, etc.—and are all of small 
or moderate size, great speed and 
light armament. British cruisers are 
not standardized in the same way; 
but of late years the admiralty has 
been building a number of very fast 
ships, some larger, some smaller, than 
the German “small cruiser,” but all 
more heavily armed. The German 
ships are all armed with the 4.1 inch 
gun, a weapon which fires a 35-pound 
shell, and probably can be discharged 
with great rapidity. The British 4- 
inch gun is a lighter weapon; the earl- 
ier “marks” fire a 25-pounds shell, and 
the projectile from the later patterns 
weighs 31 pounds. The British cruis- 
ers, however, usually mount 6-inch 
guns as well as the 4-inch weapons, 
and the 6-inch shell weigns 100 
pounds.

How Von Buelow Fell 


One of the special correspondents 
at Ostend has learned the exact cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
General von Buelow at the battle of 
Haelen. 

At this battle a lad of 18, stand- 


ing alone in a mass of dead, saw 
about 800 yards distant an officer 
studying a map. The youngster 


crawled quickly amongst the corpses 
of his comrades until he was within 
400 yards of the officer, Then he took 
careful aim and fired. The officer 
fell dead. Rushing up to the body 
the Belgian discovered to his sur- 
prise that it was that of General von 
Buelow. 

Taking off the General’s boots and 
donning his uniform he managed to 
pass through the German lines. As 
he approached the Belgian army he 
discarded the German helmet and put 
on his own cap in fear that he might 
be shot. 

Subsequent examination of von 
Buelow’s garment led to German 
notes to the value of 135,000 francs 
being found in the vest pocket, and 
this money King Albert has turned 
over to the Red Cross organization. 
In his jacket was a_ secret pocket 
containing memoranda full of inter- 
esting details about the battlefield 
and the future intentions of the Ger- 
mans. 

On hearing of the lad’s brave deed 
King Albert, after presenting him 
with the dead general's horse and 
pocketbook, gave him on the spot 
the Order of the night of Leopold.

ral of Rheims, kad been wantonly 
bombarded and destroyed by the apos-

leading Amsterdam weekly 
} Paper, the Weekb!ad Vaor Nederland, 


publishes tn the form of “an open lev | 


ter to our..German friends” a scathitg 
{reply to the constant communications 
| which, it says, reach Holland from 
Germany to explain that Germany has 
|“a clean conscience.” The Amster- 
dam journal remarks that Gerueg. 
j reasoning is less effective than Ger- 
man guns, and that, although it is al- 
ways painful to disillusion people’ who 
are in a state of madness, it is neces- 
sary to make certain things plain. 
The letter proceeds: . 

“IT should like to consider for a mo- 
ment these relations between Ger- 
many and Belgium. Strange to say, 
the fact is that what the Germans 
account to the Dutch for a virtue they 
regard as a crime on the part of the 
Belgians—the maintenance of neutral. 
ity. And yet the Belgians. are just as 
good as we. They wanted to be neut- 
ral, and defend themselves with all 
their strength against an attack upon 
their neutrality—as is their duty, and 
| as we, too, should still do. 
| ‘Moreover, as the Germans perfect- 

ly well know, the defence of neutral- 
ity is not an act of war. At any.rate, 
that’ is the teaching of international 
law, about which there is much zeal 
in Germany as well as elsewhere. The 
seigians wanted, in fact, to be left in 
peace—just like the Dutch. Now thar 
was too detrimental to German war 
interests. ‘We ‘:now,’ said the Ger- 
}man chancellor, ‘that we are doing 
wrong, but we cannot help it. If Bel- 
gium permits us this, we shall make it

j Wireless Station In New Brunswick 


This war is adding tremendously 
to the value of the wireless system 
of telegraphy. Wires and ocean 
cables can be cut, but the air is still 
free, at least to telegraphers, who are 
able now to build generators capaple 
of carrying messages across the At- 
lantic, no small task since it takes 
300 horsepower force to make sound 
travel that far. 

The station of the Universa! Radio 
Company is making Newcastle, N.B., 
a@ place to be talked about, Its seven 
towers are in full view from the 
railway station—in fact they are on a 
sixty acre lot of land adjoining the 
railway property. The highest tow- 
er, 500 feet, is in the.centre, built of 
steel, and it is surrounded by six 
towers of wood, each 800 feet high 
They make a striking appearance. 
The power house is of concrete blocks 
and has two electric generators 
driven by oil engines of 250 horse 
power each, built in Italy. The oil 
will be received through pipes from a 
tank car leading to a tank in the en- 
gine room. The operating building is 
also of concrete, and is for the use of 
forty operators. 

The whole plant is complete and 
the finishing touches are being rush- 
-ed night and day on a similar plant 
in Ireland. Another is built in San 
Francisco, Already messages have 
been sent by wireless between the 
stations at Newcastle and San Fran- 
cisco, 3,250 miles, 

. The messages from Ireland can, un- 
der ‘this system, be received at a 
rate of 150 words per minute. They 
will be sent over a leased wire from

ANIMAL SPIRITS 


Our Vital Functions as They Were 
Known in Galen’s Time 


“Few persons even stop to consider | 
when they speak of ‘a man of spirit’ 
that they are unwittingly employing 
the language of the days of Galen,” 
says the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association. “Yet this is evident- 
ly the survival of the old doctrine of 
spirits. We may believe that Galen 
had a conception of t’se nerve trunks 
as conductors of some.hing—he call- 
ed it spirits—to and from the brain 
and spinal cord. 

“The natural spirits were that unde- 
fined property which gave to blood 
the capacity of nourishing the tissues 
of the body. The vital spirits were 
acquired in the heart, and when at 
last the blood with its vital spirits 
went to the brain and experienced a 
sort of refinement for the last time 
the animal spirits were separated 
from it and carried to the body by 
the nerve trunks.” 

Such was the idea of the vital func- 
tions in the second century. Today, 
after 1,800 years, we know that there 
ar no “spirits” in our blood 
nerves, but we still speak of being in 
“high spirits” or “low spirits,” of be- 
ing full of “animal spirits,” of a 
“spirited answer” or a “spirited 
horse.”
